ts Fame and Importance Have Long 


Since Passed Away. 


The following very interesting arti- 


cle, in a reminiscent vein, is from the 
pen of I. P. Miller, the veteran news- 
paper man of this city, and appeared 
m the Boston Sunday Globe of yester- 
day: 


Long ago—so long ago that only a 


few of the very oldest residents have 
any personal memory thereof, 
and 


most of the present population of the 
:ity never heard of it—there was with- 
n a xfew rods of the Madison street 
reservoir a. famous spring, 
known 


previous to the middle of the last cen- 
;ury as1 the Wiagate spring". It was 
in the yard of the house at the junc- 
tion of Middle and Union streets, now 
owned and occupied by Miss Thirza 
Burner—and, for that matter, is there 
yet, though its ancient fame and im- 
portance long since passed away. 


At that time nearly all the part of 


the city westerly from Cabot street, 
and not a little to the eastward of that 
street, was in fields and pastures; the 
only portion of the 
present 
Union 


street then in existence was the sec- 
tion 
between 
Middle and Austin 


streets, and tnat was called Anthony 
street, 'a name which it retained until 
some time during the Civil war, when 
the street in the meantime 
having 


oeen extended northerly to Islingtor 
street and southerly to South road, 
the name of the whole was changed to 
Union street. 


The late B. P. Shill aber, "Mrs. Part- 


ington," writing to a friend about the 
Wingate spring a few years before his 
death, said that when he was a boj 
there was a tradition current to the ef- 
fect that the original owner of the 
spring, whoever he may have been, in 
his will provided that it should forevei 
be kept open and free to the public; 
that whoever wished to partake of ite 
cool, delicious water might do so. Cer- 
tainly, during Ms boyhood, everybody 
living in the vicinity of the 
spring 


made use of its water, and all the cat 
tle.horses and sneep of that section 
of the town drank of its overflow. 


It was fitted with a cask set in the 


ground, and the water was procured 
simply by dipping it out with buckets 
It was never-failing, neither rains nor 
drouths seeming to affect it; the sup- 
ply of water was abundant, and the 
quality was perfection. It furnished 
all the families in the neighborhood 
and any others who «hcso to come 
with all the water they could use for 
drinking, culinary purposes and wash- 
ing, and even tnen it was constantly 
running to waste m large quantity. 


The overflow ran down to where the 


Madison street reservoir now is and 
from1 there lauog a "run." or natural 
waterway, to the north millpond, intc 
which it emptied through a -culvert un- 
der Islington street, at the junction 1 
Islington and Bartlett streets. 


A cove of the pond then came right 


up to Islington street, and there was 
good smelt fishing there at times. The 
cove is now built over, and' lines of 
railroad tracks are now laid over the 
former head of uhe pond, hundreds ol 
feet beyond the cove. The huge build- 
ings of the Jones Brewing company's 
brewery now stand right across the 
line of the iormer Wingate spring 
brook. 


The Wingate spring did not, proba- 


bly, bear that name until the early 
part of the last century, when it and 
the houses and lands in its immediate 
vicinity became the property of Fran- 
cis Wingate. a boss carpenter and 
builder, who lived 
in 
a house on 


Hanover street, near Market, which 
was burned in the great Market street 
fire of 1S45. Mr. Wingate 
died 
in 


Brunswick, Me., in 1843. 


In 1S48, Mr. Turner, father of Miss 


Thirza Turner, bought the house in 
which Miss Turner now lives, and 
with his family took up his residence 
there; and Miss Turner remembers 
well that one of the "spring jobs" her 
father always attended to as soon as 
the snow was gone, when she was a 
little girl, was the clearing out of the 
watercourse from the spring to the 
boundary of his land, and sometimes 
for a considerable distance beyond it 
that the overflow of the spring mlgh 
have a clear getaway. 
Mr. Turner also took out the old cask 
stoned up the place from 
which he 


took it. well 
fashion, 
covered 
the 


spring with a wooden platfoi.m on the 
level of the ground, and ran 
a pipe 


from the spring into the house, so 
that the water could be lifted with 
pump. 
' 


The spring and the platform 
are 


"still there", and anyone Interested li 
the matter can see the covering of the 
once-famous Wingate spring, alxuit ten 
feel from the hack door of Miss Tur 
ner's dwelling, by looking over th 
fence from Union street. 


The water is as abundant a« ever 


l« «r> cool that it never needs Ice t 
make It palatable even in the longca 
continued psoll of hot weather, and In 
consequence of Its delicious qualltj 


was largely used by the neighbors for j 


rinking water, long after the intro- 
uction of the city water. It is as good 
,ow as it ever was, but the spring no 
onger holds the important place in j 
the local community it once neld. 


About 1850 the •'compact part of the 
ity" having by that time extended 
tself pretty well over the fields and 
jastures out that way, the city built 


small wooden reservoir, holding but 
S.OOO gallons, for fire extinguishing 
mrposes. on Anthony street, just out- 
ide the sidewalk at the side of the 


house;and the overflow of the 


Turner well—formerly the Wingate 
pring—was turned into it. This is 
he only supply the Anthony street 
now Union street) reservoir has ever 
lad. it never having been connected 
with either the oid Portsmouth aque- 
duct company's jnains or the new city 
vater works. 


Only hand engines were then in use. 


and this little reservoir was then- quite 
a.bigjthing; but along in the early 70s, 
aftetf' steam fire engines had been in- 
roduced, a couple of which would in 


very short time suck the reservoir 


Iry, it was recognized that a larger 
supply of water was needed in that 
^ection. and the Madison street reser- 
oir was. provided for. 
There is nothing elaborate or es- 


pecially costly about 
the 
Madison 


street reservoir. It is merely a rect- 
angular hole in the ground, about sixty 
eet wide and eighty feet long and six 
or seven feet deep, the sides ajid ends 
being roughly walled up to keep the 
*arth from caving in, andi the cover, of 
imber and planking, being perfectly 
flat. The -water supply is the overflow 
rom the Union street reservoir, and 
<vhen more comes in than the reservoir 
will hold, it runs out through another 
pipe into the near sewer. 


Some years after the Madison street 


reservoir was built, a ten-inch pipe 
was put in between it and the Union 
stret reservoir, so that engines draw- 
ng water from either reservoir would 
ftave the full capacity of both to draw 
from. Since then neither reservoir has 
ever been sucked ury. 


The Madison, street reservoir is'of 


ao great account as an adjunct of the 
are department now, it having been 
superseded by the hydrants and abun- 
dant supply of the new water service; 
but for years it was of very much ac- 
count, its capacity being -iaO.OOO gal- 
ons, about double the capacity of all 
;he other reservoirs in the city put 
together. 


It has been suggested that the reser- 


voir, being now useless, might as well 
oe abandoned, the lot it occupies sold 
ind the money it would bring applied 
:o some of the many uses for which 
•she city is so badly in need of .money; 
nit this suggestion is strongly disap- 
oroved of by the chief engineer of the 
are department. 


His idea is that as the 
valuable 


'juilding lot occupied by the 
s steadily appreciating in value, an<i 
t costs the city nothing to keep it, to 
lispose of it would bo an act of folly 
md further, that slight as is the value 
>f the reservoir for fire extinguishing 
jurposes now, the occasion may arise, 
>wing to a temporary disabling of the 
vater works, when it would 
be in- 


valuable. 


He would like to have a pitch roof 


out over the big tank instead of the 
present flat cover; this would not cost 
a great deal more than a flat cover and 
vould! last a great while longer. Some- 
thing should be done in the premises, 
anyway, betore winter arrives, for two 
or three feet of snow piled up on the 
broad expanse of that rotten, old cov- 
ering would probably cany it down 
>odily into the water. 


When the reservoir covering was 


iew and strong it was a popular play- 
ground for the children in that part of 
the city, and the wonder is that now, 
when in addition to the attraction 01 
rotten planking to walk on, the cover 
)rosents holes' big enough for a whole 
primary school to fall through, the 
ooys of the neighborhood do not flock 
on it and get drowned. 


There is no sufficient fence around 


the structure to keep any on« off it 
and should a fatality unfortunately oc- 


in consequence of the neglected 


condition- of the 
covering ihc city 


would unquestionably be hold liable. 


It would probably be cheaper, and 


certainly would be better, to put the 
covering of the reservoir in safe con- 
dition before a mishap of any kind 
occurs.

Strict Precautions Taken When Blasts 


Are Fired. 


Few people are aware of the rapid 


progress in the work of the Massachu- 
setts Contracting company in remov- 
ing Henderson's point at the Narrows. 
This is a very busy place. Every man 
connected In any way with the work 
is on the hustle. 


One hundred and twentyfive men 


are employed there at the present 
time, 
including 
laborers, 
drivers, 


steam drDlmen, enginainen, firemen, 
blacksmiths and carpenters. 
This 


force will be increased by a night 
crew, which will be added as soon as 
the arrangement can be made with the 
navy department to furnish arc lights 
from the power at the yards1 and docks 
station. The night force will probo- 
bly be as large as the force now work- 
ing days. 


Everything used to carry 
on the 


work seems to be convenient. A build- 
ing has been erected for the blacK- 
smiths, machinists 
and carpenters, 


there is a fine office building for the 
clerics, and there are sheds for the 
storing of explosives. Other buildings 
are to be erected. 


There are a half dozen engines used 


on the work of the large derrick. One 
large boiler provides the steam lor the 
drills. 


Later on, the company is expecting 


to put in machinery to furnish com- 
pi-essed air tor drills and other pur- 
poses, doing away with some of the 
.steam power. 


Since the beginning of ahe work, a 


number of double teams have been 
Wed, but ttrese will soon be decreased 
in number and the work done by small 
dr,,rnp cars, run 
on 
narrow 
guage 


tracks, which have been laid along 
the shore and other places where the 
rock taken out can be used for filling. 


Most of the work at present is being 


done in the central part of the point, 
the first to be removed, leaving the 
outside as a dam, which will be blown 
into the river and taken out later by 
dredgers. 


Nearly every noon 
hour, 
two or 


three blasts tako place. This work is 
managed by expert men. A warning 
is given from a largo whistle, some 
thirty minutes before 
the electric 


spark touches the dynamite, and all 
machiaery is covered, every man ex- 
cepting those in charge leaves the 
place for all parts of the island and 
the careful foremen sees that thoy are 
safely tucked away. 


The length of time that is estimated 


to perform this work at the point is 
two years, but if present progress is 
kept up to the end, the task 
will be 


finished inside that period. 


It has been, admitted by inspectors 


and many others who wel". understand 
work of this kind that the 
advance 


shown since this contract was put into 
the hands of the Massachusetts Con- 
tracting company is something sur- 
prising.

fact about the apprehension of crimin- 
als," said a headquarters detective 
sergeant to a Washington Star man. 


"To the 
ordinary 
observer

would think it would be comparative- 
ly easy to commit a crime, whether of 
robbery or of homicide, and escape 
detcetion, especially in a large city 
like New York. It would appear to be 
very easy in that whirlpool of human- 
ity for a <man to secret himself, lie 
low, 
wait until the affair blew over 


and then seek safety in flight and ob- 
livion in some distant part of the 
country. To a stranger it would seem 
that a man could be entirely lost from 
observation in New York, where one 
does not know the residents of his 
own apartment house, or even those 
on the same floor with him, much less 
the people upon the block. 


"The two groat reasons why such 


an escape is not mad'e by the culprit 
lie in his lack of nerve once blood has 
been shed by him, and from the furth- 
er fact that we all have our little 
worlds in which we live, and When a 
stranger comes over tihe 
threshold 


thereof we at once detect his pres- 
ence.

He is not one of the regular frogs in

in

he 


thought, he would be secure from those 
whom he had fled. It !« really aston- 
ishing how quickly a iman le detected 
out of his rogular environment 
and 


sphere, and the first Ohought of a man 
who has committed a crime is to get 
out of his regular environment and 
Into a new and 
unfamiliar 
one to 


him. 


"A criminal who BOWS the environ- 


ment of a tramp, as in several recent 
notable cases, is detected by the men 
whom he tries to simulate just 
as 


readily as a man in the lower walks of 
life who commits a crime, 
obtains 


money and seeks, to float In an atmos- 
phere to which he Is not used. These 
men betray themselves and are caught 
and because of this trail of human na- 
ture showing Itself 
over 
and over 


again the police are «blo to lay their 
hand« so quickly upon offenders. They 
have learned where to look for their 
game. Like the hunted wild animal, 
they run In the same paths where pur- 
sued, and are quickly brought to bay 
or shot down.

In the death of Judge Charles' M. 


Lamprey Saturday, Hampton loses one 
of its best known and most prominent 
citizens.—a man whose ancestors have 
been identified with the town for dec- 
ades.

Charles Morris Lamprey was born, 


at Hampton. Jan. 23. 1833. the second 
of three children of Uri and Sara

Young Lamprey obtained his early 


education, in the public schools of 
jdampton and then entered Hampton 
academy. After graduating from the 
latter institution he entered the law 
office of Gen. Gil.rnaa Marston of Exe- 
ter. He did not stay there but a short 
time, however. He then went to Ohio 
and later to St. Mary's, Ga. There he 
was in the grocery business with his 
cousin, John M. Lamprey, but they 
were obliged to flee to the north at the 
outbreak of the Civil war, on account 
of their 
principles. 
While 
in St. 


Mary's he married Miss Catherine Os- 
borne Bachelotte, a popular 
young 


lady of the place. 


On his return north he came to Exe- 


ter and again entered the 
office of 


Oilman Marston. He was admitted to 
practice in the iate 60's. Ho then went 
to Hampton, where he was appointed 
justice of the police court. 


There was not a more widely tencvwn 


man in this section of the 
country 


than Judge LampVey. He drove the 
first spike of the Exeter and Hamp- 
ton street railway. He was president 
of Hampton's 250th anniversary cele- 
bration- In politics he was a staunch 
democrat. An aged mother, a widow, 
two sons and a daughter survive him.

MONDAY, SEPT. 29, 1902. 


The volcano of Stromboll, off the 


coast of Italy, is reported to he in 
furious eruption, sending out 
vast 


streams of lava, and hurling immense 
boulders high in the air, many of them 
falling into the sea two or three miles 
from the mountain. Vesuvius and Et- 
na are also doing more smoking than 
usual. In Hawaii the lava in the 
great crater of Kilauea is rising to the 
top, and an- overflow Is imminent. Vol- 
canos in the AJeutSan island* have 
been in eruption; and with volcanic 
disturbances In Java and Sumatra, 
Centra] America and the Andes, and 
the awful calamities 1n St. Vincent and 
Martinique, there appears to be some- 
thing unusual going on under the sur- 
face all over the world. History has 
no record of such a general wide- 
spread outbreak of volcanic activity. 


The "Yankee invasion of Great Brit- 


ain" has been checked in one point; 
the attempt of the American Tobacco* 
company, otherwise the tobacco trust, 
to capture the British tobacco mar- 
ket, has been defeated. 
To combat 


the American trust thirteen big Eng- 
lish companies organized themselves 
in a trust 
under the 
title 
of 


the Imperial Tobacco company, with 
a capital of about $75,000,000, and 
started in with methods of warfare as 
bold as those of the American invad- 
ers. The British, trust did not rely 
wholly on making a defensive fight on 
its own ground, either, hut at once 
sent representatives to this country to 
establish big tobacco factories in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and other tobac- 
co producing states. This enr-rgetic 
and American-like move of the Brit- 
ish trust gave the 
American 
trust 


managers food for deep reflection, and 
now it is announced that the 
t%r 


trusts have formed an internatioaa 
trust to not only control the tobacco 
trade of this country and the Unite* 
Kingdom, but'to roach out for the eon 
trol of all other markeis that ar 
worth capturing. How there can b 
a trust in England, under free trade 
strong enough to defeat the groat 
American tobacco trust, is Inexplicable 
Also. It Is difficult to b«c how tho nc>\\ 
international tobacco trnibt can be 
smashed by smashing thf protective 
tariff in this country, England having 
no protective tariff to smash. 
Evi 


dently the tariff Is not the mother ol 
uh the trusts. 


A NEED OF THE NATION. 


The Radical member of parliament 


who declared the other day that the 
British navy was "a 
phantom fleet 


with a skeleton crew" sacrificed ex- 
actness to emphasis, but he 
made 


clear his point that there was a de- 
plorable lack of engineers, firemen and 
artificers in the service. A part of his 
condemnatory phrase is more appli- 
cable, howtrver. to tne navy of the 
United States than to that of Great 
Britain. Our fleet, including the ves- 
sels of different types under construc- 
tion or authorized by congress, is in 
jowise phantom-like. But tho "skele- 
ton crew" fits the- case perfectly. 


Secretarj Moody's vigorous warning 


hat the navy will be undermanned 
and ineffective in case of war, unless 
an fncrease in the number of officers 
proportionate to the number of new 
vessels is provided by congress, finds 
a strong endorsement in an article on 
'The Navy's Greatest Need," by Lieut. 
Commander 
Roy C. Smith, in the 


'North American Review." His ar- 
uments make plain, the folly of build- 
ng ships, however strong, unless we 
urnish them with men fit to man 
tuem His seemingly conservative cal- 
culations show tnat in three years the 
.onnage will demand 45,000 men and 
)oya, and he answers the question of 
low to get them in practical fashion: 


There are two sources — the youth 


of the •country, who may enter 
the 


navy as apprentices and undergo train- 
ng during minority, and the 
young 


men o£ the country, especially those 
rrom the interior, in unlimited nuim- 
jers. The latter are forming an ex- 
:remely satisfactory element in the 
new navy, but it takes time to train 
them. It is quite evident that they 
cannot be of much use immediately on 
entering; but the time it takes to build 
a ship is always available to enlist and 
.rain her crew. All that is needed is 
.he authority of the law to enlist 
.hem. A point has now been reached 
where the one thing needful to be 
done seems apparent. If the authorize 
tion to buikl a new ship should carry 
with It the authorization to enlist an'l 
tram a crew for her, the 
problem 


would be solved for all time. 


The more serious problem of obtain- 


ing the proper number o£ officers, Com 
mander Smith believes, can be solved 
only by Increasing temporarily 
the 


naval academy appointments to the 
limit of the resources of that institu- 
tion. Appointments from 
civil 
life 


would not meet the requirements of 
the case Tho training essential to 
•very capable officer should begin in 
boyhood and can be given best at An- 
napolis. 


These warnings should be heeded 


by the country and by congress. There 
will be no time to remedy the evil in 
the hour of danger.

The Agre of the "Wafer Clock. 


As far back as 2G3<5 B. C. a China- 


man named Hwang Tl discovered the 
principle of the water clock, or "clep- 
sydra." 


It was a very crude Instrument, chief- 


ly for astronomical purposes, and was 
committed to the care of an officer 
known as the "clepsydra adjuster." It 
consisted of two copper vessels, one 
above and one below, the former hav- 
ing a bole in the bottom, through 
which the water percolated Into the 
latter, where there was a float, the 
gradual rise of which indicated periods 
of time. Portable contrivances of this 
description were sometimes carried on 
horseback. 


Instruments constructed on the same 


principle wero in use among the Chal- 
deans and Egyptians at an early pe- 
riod. The Invention in western Asia 
was independent of thnt_ in the east, 
both being the result of similar wants. 
Clepsydras were subsequently formed 
of a series of vessels communicating 
by tubes passing through figures of 
dragons and other images, the whole 
being rendered yet more ornamental 
by floats held between the hands of 
genii. 


The "Woodcock. 


The food of the woodcock consists of 


worms, leeches and grubs, which the 
bird seeks by probing with its bill the 
earth of such swamps as contain them 
There are miles and miles of wet 
swamp lands among our hills where 
the soil, composed of peat and de- 
cayed leaf mold, is too cold nnd sour 
to hold worms. Into such swamps the 
woodcock never goes. The best wood- 
cock ground Is along the banks of 
woodland brooks that wind In and out 
through nlder swamps, where the rich 
black mold is soft and full of worms 
and where the skunk cabbage and hel- 
lebore grow thick and broad leafed 
Such places are the woodcock's dining 
rooms, and in them he leaves his sign 
mantial, the oblong, altno«t triangular 
aolA-3 which dot each and every square j 
foot of earth where a worm might pos j 
aibty Jurk.—Outing.

HISTORIC HITCHING POST. 


One of the Familiar Imoamark* of 


the national Capital. 


One of the oldest signs in Washing- 


ton is the cast iron figure of a China- 
man about three and a half feet in 
height that stands in front of a livery 
stable on Sixth street northwest be- 
tween Pennsylvania and Louisiana 
avenues. It has been there since 1862 
and is one of the familiar landmarks 
of the city. 


During the civil war Generals Grant 


McClellan, Hooker and others who 
patronized this stable a great deal tied 
their steeds to this hitching post, and 
since then other distinguished person- 
ages have had occasion to use this post 
during every presidential inauguration 
that has occurred since Lincoln's sec- 
ond term. 


As a matter of fact, this much of 


Sixth street northwest, between Penn- 
sylvania and Louisiana avenues, is a 
historic locality in more than one 
sense. It was on the corner of this 
street and Louisiana avenue that Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee bade farewell to Ms 
old 
commander, 
General 
Winfteld 


Scott, when the former withdrew from 
the Union army to Join that of the 
Confederacy. 
During the fiust two 


years of the war General McClellan 
and others came here regularly to pur- 
chase and inspect horses, it being at 
that time a sort of horse market—Bal- 
timore American.

Rhodes wcs to South Affric* Samnel 
Newhouse may be said to be to the 
western section *of this country. The 
parellel between the lives of the two 
men is very close, and the story of 
Rhodes' career is* not a whit more in- 
teresting than the tale of Xewhonse's 
acliievc-mc-nts. That this man is be- 
coming recognized in a national way is 
evinced by the fact that Nat C. Good- 
win, the emotional actor, has recently 
commissioned Clyde Fitch to write a 
play based on incidents in the life of 
Xewbouse with the westerner as the 
leading character. If Mr. Fitch can 
only catch the real spirit of his sub- 
ject's varied career, the play should t>e 
exceedingly interesting. 


Like Rhodes, Xewhouse was 
not 


born -with a golden spoon. It is not so 
many years ago that he was merely a 


straggling lawyer, with 
apparently 


little opportunity of distinguishing 
himself in any sphere of life. "When 
he came of age, he was clerk of the 
courts in Luzerne county, Pa., a posi 
tion which he held from 1S74 to 1879, 
when lie read of the discoveries of^ gold 
around Leadville, Colo., and resigned 
his position to devote himself to pros- 
pecting in the new El Dorado. 


When he came to Leadville, he was 


perhaps the rawest tenderfoot that 
ever entered that wild little town, but 
he soon proved that he had the quali- 
ties to win the respect and admiration 
of the rough and ready population of 
the place. He found thavt it would be 
best for him to enter upon spine regu- 
lar vocation instead of hunting madly 
for gold, as so many around him wcf.e 
doing, and to everybody^ ^mazeiueut 
the green easterner decided to jro into 
the transportation and freighting busi- 
ness. The difficulty of handling and 
controlling the lawless men who were 
employed in this work would have 
daunted many a man, but not so with 
Newhouse. He soon showed the bul- 
lies who took employment with him 
that he was their master as well as 
their employer, and he was not slow 
to use physical as well as moral menus 
to demonstrate hi? superiority. 
In 


rough and tumble lighting he was a 
veritable wildcat, and it was not long 
before he had gained not only the re- 
spect, but the fear, of his men, who 
workod for him as they would have 
for few others in the business. 


The money that he was enabled to 


save out of his earnings in this enter- 
prise was invested in San Juan proper- 
ties in the neighborhood of Our.iy. 
Some of those paid fairly well, and he 
proceeded to acquire more throughout 
Colorado. He had many failures. *but 
failures did not .worry him. Ho was 
continually on the outlook for some- 
thing big,' and ho was convinced fliat 
he tfould ultimately find what he 
wanted. The something came at last 
in the shape of claims out near Bing- 
hnm, Utah. The property, which was 
named the Highland Boy, was thought 
to promise well as n. low grade gold 
mine with cyanide treatment of ores. 
Accordingly a cyanide plant was put 
up, and Newhouse then began to de- 
velop his mine. 


To the amazement of himself and the 


experts who had declared the High- 
land Boy a gold mine, the sinking of n 
shaft opened up a wonderfully rich 
vein of copper ore. It was at a time 
when copper was on the up grade. 
Few such mines were ever found, nnd 
the whilom lawyer was soon rolling la 
wealth. Thfn he turned his attention 
to schemes for investing his money. 


He went to London and there inter- 


ested capitalists in a vast tunnel proj- 
ect through Senton mountain from 
the mining camp of Idaho 
Springs, 


Colo. On this mountain and tho adja- 
cent: hills are over 2,000 mines, the- 
great majority of which arc practi- 
cally unworkable on account of waler. 
The tunnel was to drain these mines 
and allow the oro to bo whipped by 
gravity instead of being lifted out of 
the shafts in the old expensive way. 
Work on tho tunnel was begun In 
1801, and today it Is nearly through 
the mountain. Already it has opened 
mines that have been bonanzas to the 
men who came lo N>whoust''H aid.

WELSH ANTHRACITE. 


Not Exactlly the Pensylvania Brand, 


But Will Do. 


Inasmuch as thoose who have the 


anthracite coal fields in trust for the 
American people have seemed to de- 
fault in their responsibilities', it is not 
strange that we' should begin to see 
announcements of the importation 01 
foreign anthracite from Wales." Some 
of our American coal men claim that 
Wales produces no real anthracite. 
She is, however, credited with consid- 
erable, and 
the 
first 
consignment 


reached New York recently, with a 
prospect ot much, more to follow, as 
another steamer laden with the now 
precious product is on the way. These 
two shipments consist of about eight 
thousand tons. It is said that orders 
have been placed in Wales for several 
hundred thousands of tans, from 30,00ff 
to 40,000 tons being spoken for'im- 
mediate delivery. 


It is probably true that the Welsh 


anthracite is not as well prepared for 
the various uses to which it is applied 
as that mined in Pennsylvania, but it 
is scientifically classed as anthracite, 
nevertheless, and will doubtless an- 
swer the purpose in the present em- 
ergency, provided we can get enough 
of it. In fact, anthracite is found not 
only in Wales, but 
in Belgium 
and 


France and to a small extent in Rus- 
sia. The Welsh coal, however, is the 
most dependable praduct. The totai 
coal fields in the south of Wales cover 
about 1,000 square miles, divided as 
follows: Bituminous, 410 miles; an- 
thracite, 410 miles; semi-anthracite, in 
great demand for ocean steamers, 180 
miles. Perhaps it is strange that this 
movement did not start before, but it 
deserves encouragement now, though 
at the best only a smail measure of 
relief can 'be afforded by it.—Boston 
Transcript.
